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DETAILED ACTION 



The Amendment filed 12/22/2006 has been received, entered into the record, and 
carefully considered. The following information provided in the amendment affects the instant 
application by: 

Claim 64 has been amended. 

Claims 1-63 and 65-67 have been canceled. 
Remarks drawn to rejections of Office Action mailed 6/23/2006 include: 

102(b) rejection: which have been overcome by applicant's amendments and have been 

withdrawn. 

An action on the merits of claim 64 is contained herein below. The text of those sections 
of Title 35, US Code which are not included in this action can be found in a prior Office. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 64 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
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the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
This is a new matter rejection. 

In the amendment filed by applicants on December 1, 2004 applicants have amended 
claim 64 to "carve out" the compound which was cited in the 102 rejection of the office action 
dated September 1, 2004. Applicants do not have support for the claims as amended, specifically 
for "compositions which do not consist essentially of quercetin in combination with ascorbic 
acid". The original disclosure does not provide any guidance for indicating that the composition 
must contain moieties in the recited groups minus the specific combination of quercetin and 
ascorbic acid. The changing of the scope of a claim, either by broadening or narrowing, can be 
construed as new matter as either is capable of changing the scope of what is claimed, and the 
narrower or broader group must be supported in its entirety by the specification as originally 
filed. Applicants stated that because each was supported in the specification, they could then be 
removed. However, it is noted that while the individual agents can be excluded individually, the 
composition minus the specific combination of agents is not seen to be supported. Changing the 
claim to delimit ascorbic acid and also delimit quercetin from the composition as a whole would 
be seen to be supported. As set forth supra, the original disclosure does not have support for the 
composition as presently claimed. 

It is noted that a rejection of the claims is reviewable by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences.
